DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 8 of 
paragraph (13) to appears as if the word "to" should be replaced with the word - - top- 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nauman et 
al. (5,149,1 12). Nauman discloses as child carrier attachment (Figure 7) for a bicycle 
(10), comprising a support device (30) and a child's seat (112) mounted on said support 
device (30), said support device comprising: an elongate support (32)(34); a rear 
fastener (40) on said support (32)(34), said rear fastener (32)(34) comprising a rear 
clamping device (48)(50)(58)(60)(52)(54)(68)(70) which is adjustable into gripping 
engagement with a saddle post (14) of the bicycle (10) to secure said support device 
(30) to said saddle post (14); and a front fastener (42) on said support (32)(34), said 
front fastener (42) comprising a fonA/ardly open yoke having arms (48)(50) and a curved 
clamp bracket (68)(70) having opposite ends (72)(74), said front fastener also 
adjustable into gripping engagement with a steering post (22) of the bicycle (10). 
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With respect to claim 25, said support (32)(34) comprises a first channel member 
(32) and a second channel member (34) given that they are both tubular elements with 
channel formed internally therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10, 15 and17-21 are allowed. 

5. Claims 23-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

6. The amendment filed on October 18, 2004 has been considered in its entirety. 
Remaining issues are detailed in the sections above.
